The Affidavits in the Case-Biss Cow- 
art’s Chastity Attacked Ked-Hot 
BReading— The Comnsatation.

The Sothern case is closed for the 
present by the commutation of Mrs Sothern’s 
death sentence to imprisonment for ten years in 
the penitentiary. 
The governor took this action on yesterday, 
at 12 o’clock, having had the papers in his hands 
for but a week. It may be said that his action 
was based on 
A MAS8 OF AFFIDAVITS 
which were filei through the efforts of Col C W 
Styles, and which contained evidence of @ very 
important character. These affidavits were not 
introduced in the trial of the case—nor were the 
ponte made by them brought up in defense of 
the prisoner at the bar. 
The case was made out after the verdict of 
guilty had been rendered. The real testimony in 
the case never saw the light in the courtroom, 
but was fortunately procered in time to secure 
the clemency of the governor. 

A STARTLING ARRAY OF EV! DENCE. 
The theory of evidence adop:ed in there affida- 
vits was a povel succeesfal one. It was designed 
to ,show that the provocation nuder which Mrs 
Sothern committed the crime was sufficsent to 
excuse it. In order to do this, Co! Styles sought 
to prove the following points : 
1. That Miss Fowle. was an unchaste woman. 
To do this he submits three aflidavits, in 
which the wWitneeses swesr positively 
that the character of Miss Fowler was bad. One 
of the witnesses makes a strong affidavit on 
this point, the details of which cannot be pub- 
lished, 
2. That Mics Fowler was unchaste with 
Robert Scthern, and that these two had been 
too ,intimate with each other. To prove tis 
several aflidavits are introduced. The first one 
from Bob Sothern himself, declares that the re- 
lations between himself and Miss Fowler, had 
been criminal, and specifies that he was with 
her only three days before marriage. Mr. Wil- 
liam Sotherpv swears that Miss Fowler frequent- 
ly came to the field where Bob was at work and 
took bim off, and that he usually remained 
away all night. 
3. That Mrs. Sothern kuew of these intimate 
relations between Miss Fowler and her hus- 
band. Two or three affidavits are introduced 
to prove this, the husoand himself swearing 
that the wife knew of it. 
4..That an attempt, probably successful, was 
made by Miss Fowler to continue thie relation 
after marriage, and that Mrs. Sothern knew of 
it It is shown by affiiavius thac the fourth or 
fifth night after tbe marriage that Bob Sothern 
went toa corn shucking at Miss Fowler's, with- 
out his wife, and stayed tilla late hour—that 
he was alone with Miss Fowler a great deal of 
the time. The wife discovered the fact the next 
day, through the story of some one who was at 
the frolic. 
5. That in addition to the above provocation 
Miss Fowler had threatened the character, the 
domestic peace and even the life of Mrs. Sothern, 
aud that Mrs Sothern knew of these threats 
having been made. Several affidavits are ina 
troduced ou this point Firet, Mrs 
Sothern swears that just before the marriage 
Mrs. Fowler asked ber if bob was going to 
marry that “*b—h,”’ and that she asked her to 
ask Kate if she remembered the time she was 
caught on the creek banks with a man—and 
that she said if they did marry they “should 
have no peace or satisfaction’ as long as she 
lived. Mrs. Sothern swears that she (Mrs. 
Sothern) told Kate what Miss Fowler had said. 
Another witness swears that Miss Fowler said 
if Kate married Bob she would kill her, - 

6th. That the rencontre was more of a fight 
than a murder, and was provoked by Miss Fow- 
ler. To prove this several affidavits are intro- 
duced. Muss Meecior sweais that she was sitting 
in Mrs. Sothern’s lap when Miss Fowler took 
her by the arm and ied her out of the house 
Getting outside of the door she began to abuse 
Mrs. Sothern, “using language so obscene, (as 
the affidavit says) that it cannot be repeated,’’ 
Mies Meelor returned to the room, and being 
asked by Mrs. Sothern, repeated the abusive re- 
marks made by Miss Fowier Mrs. Sothern re- 
ceived them without any outward demonstra. 
tion, and never spoke a word. 

Another witness swears that just after the 
killing Mr. Honey said. that just before the fight 
Miss Fowler took her out of the house and said: 

“]'M GOING TO HAVE A DIFFICULTY 
directly, | think, and I wish you to etand up to 
me.’” Honey promised that he would do so, 
and she went back into the house, Shortly af- 
ter the rencontre took place. 

The testimony on this point is that Miss 
Fowler said Mre. Sothern had put out her foot 
two or three times, and tried to trip her up, and 
that if she did it again she would “kick 
her out.” Shortly after this re- 
mark was made, Mrs. Sothern was sitting 
on the bed by the side of her husband talking 
in low. tone. Suddenly Miss Fowler 
stopped directlyin front of her and said in a 
defiant way, 

“Now, Kate Sothern, I'm ready for you.”’ 

At this challenge Kate arose and said, ‘All 
right !”’ : 

As she was rising Miss Fowler caught her by 

he hair and pulled her down on her face, at tha 
game time striking her on the head, At the 

ame time Amorelli, Mrs Sothern’s sister, caught 
Miss Fowler by the back. Taking advantage of 
this Kate Sothern managed to get to her feet 
and stand in front of Miss Fowler, as one wit- 
ness said, 

‘PULLING UP BY HER COAT-TAIL."” 

As soon as she found herself face to face with 
Her rival she commenced stabbing her with a 
knife she held in her hand. After she com- 
menced stabbing Miss Fowler never struck 
another lick. She wes cut down almost instant- 
ly, and died without speaking. 

i. That Mrs Sothern’s characte: was good. To 
prove this three or four affidavis are intro- 
ducel. One comes from the pastor of her 
church, (Baptist,) who declares that she had 
been up to the time of the killing a devout and 
proper member ofthe churen Another is from 
Mrs Barber, a highly respected lady of the 
mountaine,who swears that Kate Hambrick was 
a chaste, modest, quiet girl, amd that her deport- 
ment was unexceptionable. 

THIS I8 THE CASE 
that is made by these affidavits. Of course we 
cannot speak as to whe.ber they cannot in some 
way be controveried. We simply quote them 
as a part of the history of this remarable case, 
Io an interview with Colonel Darnell, who 
has ably and eloquently conductei the prosecu- 
tion, and whose action ali through has been ha- 
mane and liberal, be said he felt assured that 
many of the affidavits might be controveried, 
but that he and his clients did not propose to 
open the caseand hound the condemned woman 
to her death. “My clients fee] that they have 
done their duty to their dead relative and to the 
cause of public justice,” said he, “by paying a 
reward tb get the woman back to jail and put- 
ting her case before a jury. While they feel 4 
that they have been wronged, they are not 
bloodthirsty orcruel about it, and they say they 
are perfectly willing that the case shall be left 
with the governor. As their lawyer, 1 have 
not been instructed to contest the case before 
the governor, and of course have not done so.’ 
This humane feelumg on the part of the rela- 
tives of Miss Cowart is very commendable.
